STATUS INQUIRY RE INTERFERENCE 

Dear Sir: 

On February 24, 2011, March 3, 2011, and March 8, 2011 a series of telephonic 
interviews were conducted regarding the above-referenced matter between Applicant's 
representatives and US PTO personal, including Examiner Russell Stormer, Director Talbott, 
Supervisory Examiner Joseph Morano, and Quality Assurance Specialist Stephen Meyer. On 
March 7, 201 1 the Office mailed a notice of an Examiner Initiated Suspension due to a potential 
interference. During the March 8, 201 1 interview, Examiners Morano and Stormer agreed that it 
should not take longer than two weeks from the March 8, 2011 to determine whether an
